In the Examiner's comments with the Supplemental Notice of Allowability 
mailed October 14, 2004, the Examiner stated that the reason for allowance was the failure of the 
prior art to teach or suggest features that are recited in dependent claims 4, 10, and 15. However, 
allowed claims 1-3, 7-9, 12-14, and 17 do not include all of the features of claims 4, 10, and 15. 

The applicants understand that the Examiner was only stating one reason for 
allowance of claims 4-6, 10-11, and 15-16 and did not intend for that reason to apply to any of 
the other claims.
